Bridges Again Slapped 
In Contra Costa County 


The inland march of Harry 
Bridges and his CIO in Contra 
Costa county has met with stern 
rebuff from the agricultural work- 
ers who are enrolling under the 
banner of the A. F, of L. 

While Contra Costa is largely in- 
dustrial it is one of the outstanding 
agricultural counties in the state. 

Early in the year the CIO at- 
tempted to chisel in on the field 
and farm and orchard workers and 
develope dissension. 

However, since the sane, sober 
and progressive organizers of the 
A. F. of L. have been on the job 
uncalled for agitation has ceased 
and the county’s agricultural out- 
put has been harvest«d and sent to 
the canneries without interference 
by the CIO communists. 


A signed union shop agreement 
has been negotiated in Chicago, 
Ill., with the Reilly Tar and Chem- 
ical compahy. 

According to Joseph Briegal, A. 
F, of L. organizer, the agreement 
includes provisions for a wage in- 
crease of five cents an hour for all 
employees, weekly pay, one week's 
vacation with pay after two years 
service with the company, senior- 
ity rights, and sanitary and health 
conditions,
